Faces Big Test As Revenue 
In Bell Opening Commissioner

Opening of the Bell Bomber 
plant with thousands of workers 
may well toss into Atlanta’s lap 
a problem in transportation worse 
than any Detroit has faced, Mayor 
Fdward J. Jeffries Jr., of the 
Michigan war factory city, said in 
an interview here yesterday.

City-Owned System. 

Asked to give some idea of just 
what Atlanta is up against, Jef- 
fries pointed out that the problem 
was a degree or so different

A story in Sunday morning's Constitution concerning the first 
Fulton county gasoline hearing brought forth a storm of protest 
from indignant citizens yesterday. 

“T thought a soldier on leave could use a car to go anywhere!” 
said one. “The idea! Stopping our soldiers!” fumed another. The 
facts of Sunday’s story were that “several” suldiers on leave had 
been brought before the ration board for questioning regarding 
violation of the pleasure-driving ban, since their cars had been 
found in parking lots adjacent to places of amusement. 

It seems a little clarification is necessary. A soldier (or sailor, 
Marine, or Coast Guardsman) may use a car which has only the 

basic A gas ration to visit relatives and friends 

while on leave, but not, according to OPA, “to 

go to the movies or drive out to some honky- 

tonk.” Since confusion regarding the regulation 

has been prevalent, the ration board let the sol- 

diers brought up before that first hearing go, 
with a warning. “But from now on,” said ration board officials 
yesterday, “we're going to treat such eases just like similar civilian 
cases. There’s no reason for soldiers to be gadding about in times 
like these any more than civilians.” 

Another note concerning the soldier-on-leave problem, in this 
case, a sailor. Thé sailor’s mother called the Ration Counter yes- 
terday: “My son is home on a short leave, will be here two days, 
and I want to know if he can drive around to visit relatives. | 
have a B ration book for my car. but it expired last week, and I! 
haven't received another B book, so 1 really have only an A card 
now. Will my son get into trouble driving with the B sticker on 
the car?” 


All Right for Sailor To Drive

“No,” say ration officials. “Since at this time the lady has 
only the basic A book, and B coupons, which are for business only, 
would not be used, it is quite all right for 
the sailor to use the car.” 

Mrs. W. T. Green, of 109 Pharr road, 

Decatur, presented an unusual rent prob- 

lem yesterday, “My father-in-law,” ex- 

plained Mrs. Green, “has been rénting a 

five-room house here in Decatur, for the 

past 13 or 14 years.

In view of the fact that they 
didn’t have a lot of money, he rented the house to them at $15 a 
month instead of his regular price. Our problem now is this: The 
two widows moved out last week, and we now want to rent the 
house for the old price of $25 a month.

The 
OPA advises Mrs. Green and others with similar problems to go 
to the Area Rent Control Office, in the 22 Marietta Street Building, 
and present the facts of the case. If the rent control board deems 
it necessary, an adjustment in the rent ceiling will be made. 


Hoarding of Tin Cans 


Follows False Rumor 


Due to a mistaken idea that when food rationing begins it will 
be necessary to turn in an empty tin can when purchasing canned 
food (just like tooth paste tubes), many Atlanta housewives have 
been hoarding tin cans, according to Mrs. James Y. Wilson, chair- 
man of the Atlanta and Fulton county Tin Salvage Committee. “We 
have been besieged with calls,” Mrs. Wilson said yesterday, “from 
housewives who have heard the rumor. There is no basis for any 
such idéa—on the contrary, we want everyone to turn in as many 
cans as possible, as soon as possible.” Cans should be washed. 
their paper labels removed, and smashed flat. All grocery stores 
and grammar schools are supposed to have can collection bins, 
and housewives should turn their cans in to one of the two places. 

The latest Associated Press ration round-up reveals that tem- 
porary “T” rations for commercia! vehicles, issued by local OPA 
ration boards at present, will be issued after 
January 31, only to holders of ODT certificates 
of war necessity. This deadline has been de- 
ferred for operators who have applied for cer- 
tificates but have not received them, and for 
those who can show that an appeal from the certificate mileage is 
pending. For thosé who come under the deferred deadline classi- 
fication, local ration boards will] issue enough gas to meet minimum 
transportation requirements for 30 days. 


Salesman in Alabama 
Must Use Alabama Car 


George Moffett, a traveling salesman whose home is at 1034 
Lawton avenue, has been traveling for a baking powder company 
in Georgia for sometime, and now, due to a recent change in per- 
sonnel, has had the state of Alabama added to his “territory.” 
Traveling salesmen in Alabama receive a supplemental gasoline 
ration to provide for part of their business travel, but since Georgia 
is a seaboard state, Georgia salesmen do not réceive this extra 
allotment. Moffett’s question, submitted to the Ration Counter yes- 
terday, is: May he receive this extra gasoline, since he will be 
traveling in Alabama as well as Géorgia, and if he may, how?” 
The Fulton county ration board says no. Only those salesmen who 
use cars garaged in Alabama may gét the supplemental ration, and 
Moffett’s only out is to use a car that has “permanent residence” 
in that state.

mittee’s inquiry into the broad 
question of man power, military 
and civilian. 

Reynolds said the military com- 
mittee, in studying the man-power 
question, must consider not only 
the question of the numerical 
strength of the fighting forces, but 
its relation to civilian production. 

In this connection, Senator Gur- 
ney, Republican, South Dakota, a 
member of the committee, said he 
estimated that “if you have 18, 
000,000 men in industry working 
10 hours a week to produce a 
given amount of goods, you could 
get.the same amount from 12,000, 
000 working 60 hours a week, 
thereby freeing 6,000,000 for the 
armed services.” 

McNutt, talking at a con 
ference, emphasized that his advo- 
‘acy of a 48-hour week did not 
bear any relation to the question 
of whether work beyond the pres. 
ent 40-hour week should involve 
overtime pay. McNutt said he had 
no authority over wage matters. 

(The federal wage-hour act 
does not limit the work week 
to 40 hours if overtime is paid. 

It provides for a 40-hour week 

at base pay rates with time 

and a half for overtime except 
where contracts between em 
ployers and unions make other 
provisions.)

Supported by various elements who have 
expressed concern over the growing man power 
shortage, Senator Bankhead, of Alabama, has 
introduced a resolution calling for a special 
senate investigation on the need for such a large 
armed force. 

The subject has been a source of agitation 
ever since President Roosevelt revealed that 
the Army, under present plans, will embody 
4,500,000 men by the end of this year or early 
in 1944, with an additional force of more than 
2,000,000 men in the Navy.

It is the contention of the Alabama senator 

and other supporters of the resolution, notably 

Senator Elmer Thomas, of Oklahoma, that we 

do not need a force anywhere near this size to 

prosecute the war. The most practical solution 

of the problem, he believes, is for the United 

States to continue its position of increasing the 

production of war materials and call upon all 

Allies to furnish the additional man power necessary to carry on 
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ing Germany and the Axis. 

Meanwhile the, dissatisfaction of the De 
Gaullists, those Free and Fighting Frenchmen 
who have never swerved from their devotion 
to the Allied cause, is understandable. For 
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The Lesson of Papua 

General Douglas MacArthur, in a statement 
analyzing the military lessons learnt in the 
successful campaign on Papua, or British New 
Guinea, once again stressed the importance 
of airpower and its proper co-ordination with 
ground and séa forces. 

Not only for offense and defense, but as 
transport the air forces alone made possible 
the success of the campaign to drive the Japs 
out of Papua, said the Allied commander-in- 
chief for the South Pacific. He told how air 
transport, protected always by fighter planes, 
moved complete infantry regiments and artil- 
lery battalions across the mountains and jun- 
gles. The transport planes took field hospitals 
and other essential installations to the front 
and carried the wounded back to base hos- 
pitals. 

In addition, the planes kept constant recon- 
naissance over wide areas of the sea, providing 
an effective shield against enemy reinforce- 
ments and fighter and bomber planes blasted 
the way for the advancing infantry. 

The report made by MacArthur indicates 
that Allied airpower in that area of the war 
is at high level. It would have been impossible 
to use the air forces in the many déscribed 
ways if they had not been available in large 
numbers. 

It accentuates. however, the oft repeated 
lesson that, while ground troops must drive 
the complete victory home, victory at all is 
impossible without dominance of the air. In 
every arena of war where the United Nations 
have won success, it has been because of strong- 
er air strength than. that possessed by the 
enemy. That was true of the Libyan cam- 
paign, is today true in Russia and by every 
indication, will be true Soon, if not already, in 
Tunisia. 

Too, in China, it is‘only since American and 
British air forces have been able to fight with 
the forces of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
that the Chinese have been able to do more 
than punish the advancing Japanese. 

Air power is the key to victory. But air 
power alone cannot win. It must be fully co- 
ordinated with ground and sea forces, with 
perfect timing, for victory over hard-fighting 
and experienced foes. 
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Speed vs. Dollars 

There is logic in the explanation made by 
James V. Forrestal, undersecretary of the 
Navy, that, if there have been excessively high 
costs in some war contracts, it was the urgency 
of speed rather than greed for profits that 
brought the condition about. 

Testifying before the House Rules Commit- 
tee on the subject of war costs, Forrestal said 
95 per cent of American businessmen are “quite 
conscious of the undesirability of excessive 
profits.” 

He pointed out, however, that the primary 
aim of the Navy was to get desperately needed 
equipment as rapidly as possible and, with 
short time for detailed analysis of contracts, 
honest mistakes were inevitable. He pointed 
out that “dollars can be recaptured, but time 
lost is gone forever.” 

No one will quarrel with every proper effort 
by the congress to make readjustments of con- 
tracts providing excessive profits, in order to 
Save the taxpayers’ money. In fact the indus- 
trialists themselves who hold these dispro- 
portionate contracts will, in most instances, be 
giad to make Ahe proper refunds in amounts 
that may be above a fair percentage of profit 
above cost. 

But it should not be necessary to point out 
that, in the months immediately following 
Pearl! Harbor, no price for the desperately 
needed ships and planes and guns could have 
been too high. For, at that time, dollars had 
to be weighed against the very real chance of 


this nation’s defeat in the war. 
And there are not enough dollars in the 


imagination of the wildest world economist to 
make the price of averted defeat too high.

Each man should 
furnish unimpeachable proof of his fidelity to 
the cause of freedom, of his hatred for the 
Nazi-Fascist totalitarianism of the Axis, before 
he can safely be trusted in any position of 
importance.

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Victory Gardens 

According to a recent Gallup poll, approxi- 
mately half the families in the United States 
plan a “Victory Garden” for this year. In as 
much as about the same number planted these 
végetable gardens last year, it is apparent that 
little increase in food supply from this source 
can be expected, despite the growing serious- 
ness of the food situation. 

There are, of course, many factors which 
enter into this war activity. Many families do 
not have suitable ground for a garden avail- 
able. Few, for instance, who live in apartments 
can find vacant land which they could work. 

Again, the lack of experience of many city 
dwellers makes it questionable whether the 
results they would achieve would be worth the 
seed, fertilizer and other materials involved 
in garden making. 

Add to these the fact that war work and 
war training is, more and more, taking all 
the spare time and extra effort of. many civil- 
ians, both men and women, and the difficulties 
in the way of increasing victory garden produc- 
tion become great. 

In any event, with spring and planting time 
approaching, it appears that Victory Gardens 
will be no more numeérous this year unless a 
determined publicity drive to get them started 
is quickly launched by some responsible federal] 
authority.

THE BITTER TRUTH 
(From The Daltan Citizen.) 

Citizens have yet to realize that inflation is 
not an easy way to escape financial difficulties. 
They have yet to realize that it is a costly luxury; 
that it can permanently destroy basic liberties. 

According to figures released by the Office of 
Emergency Management, the inflationary rise in 
prices during the period between September, 1939, 
and May, 1942, surpassed the total cost of World 
War I. In other words, Americans have in effect 
squandered over $30,000,000,000 in a fool's para- 
dise of war prosperity because they will not 
abandon the fallacious notion that the other fel- 
low—presumably the rich fellow—should pay al! 
the taxes. Taxation is still being used as a 
political instrument of social change. 

National income is soaring, consumer supplies 
are dwindling, tax revenue is far short of war 
requirements, “painless” government borrowing 
from the banks continues at a staggering pace, 
and still politicians and public alike avoid an 
honest, hard-boiled reckoning. 

They avoid the fact that high war wages are 
little more than an illusion. Inflation will re- 
duce them if taxes don’t. And every billion that 
we spend on inflation lessens the chances for 
survival of individual freedom after the war. 
Every billion so spent lessens the confidence of 
all peoples in future financial stability.

Growing shortages of farm labor, among other things, are re- 
sponsible for the new scaling-down demands. Both Bankhead and 
Thomas are leading members of the senate farm bloc. 

The whole agitation poses this important question: Are we go- 
ing to accept the studiously arrived at judgment of our military 
leaders, supported by the President, or are we going to permit modi- 
fication of their plans by civilians and politicians whose knowledge 
of military affairs at best is only cursory? 

There can be only one answer, of course. 

If our accepted military leaders. be-

lieve an armed force of 10,000,000 


is necessary to win the war, then we have no choice but to follow 
their judgment in the matter. The only alternative is to get a new 
set of military leaders who believe the fight can be won more 
cheaply. 

Thus far the Army and the Navy have done a splendid job, bar- 
ring the unpleasant circumstances attending the sneak punch we 
allowed the Japs to surprise us with at Pearl Harbor. The perform- 
ance of our armed services since Pearl Harbor has been on the 
whole remarkable, Nothing apparently has been lacking in proper 
military planning or in the execution of our military plans. 

To accept the Bankhead-Thomas proposal is to admit that as a 
nation we are not capable of undergoing the hardships imposed in 
man power shortages, that we are demanding more of the normal 
conveniences for ourselves—and less of the fighting. 


NOT CONGRESS DUTY Moreover, the whole business smacks 


too much of congress trying to run 
the war, a responsibility that the constitution imposes implicitly 
on the commander-in-chief. It may be the duty of congress to aid 
and advise in the prosecution of the war, but not to set its will 
up against the duly constituted military leaders. 

There is another phase of the Bankhead proposal that will not 
sit well with the average American. It suggests a certain mercénary 
quality in the idea that we should merely furnish the tools and then 
sit back and permit our Allies to do most of the fighting. 

In projecting this thought Senator Bankhead speaks of the Chi- 
nese as being able to raise an army of 25,000,000 mén out of their 
vast reservoir of man power. Likewise he believes the Russians are 
able to put far more men in the field.

DOUBLE FALLACY The ) ) 
fold, of course. In the first place, it 


fails to take into account the possibility that either the Chinese or 
the Russians might be knocked out of the war, which might leave 
us with an inadequate force to defend ourselves. And again, it 
implies that our own men are not better than what our Allies have 
to offer 4nd hence the war does not stand to be shortened by our 
own all-out military participation. 

Undoubtedly one of the reasons behind the plans of our military 
leaders for a 10,000,000-man armed force is the faith inthe su- 
perior physical fitness of American youths over anything the Axis 
has to offer. The way we have cleaned up in all international Olym- 
pics events for the past 40 years would seem to leave no doubt on 
this score. 

Once our men are properly trained, hardened and given modern 
weapons of war, our military leaders are convinced they will go 
through the Nazis and the Japs like a tank through a board fence. 
We did it in the last war; we can do it again. Although it may have 
been intended as an obvious exaggeration, the statement by Admiral 
Halsey in the Pacific was not far from the truth when he recently 


said that one American soldier was equal to 20 Japs. 
We haven’t been up against the Germans 


TEST COMING ! 

enough yet to test our relative strength, but 
if we can judge by the experience of our pilots, our Army should 
be able to take them in its stride once the two forces meet. Our 
pilots have been knocking the Germans down in Africa at a ratio 
of two to one. 

Another, point is to be made on the man power score against the 
Bankhead proposal. An armed force of 10,000,000 men would repre- 
sent something less than one to 13 in our population. Undersecre- 
tary of War Patterson recently pointed out that Germany has an 
army that takes one in 10—this despite heavy losses. Britain also has 
one in 10 under arms. We may be sure, he says, that the proportion 
in Russia is fully as high. 

Now if the Germans and the British and the Russians can main- 
tain their war economy on a ratio of one in 10 in the armed serv- 
ices certainly we should be able to carry on with a smaller ratio.

When this thing is over, the reaction undoubtedly will 
a revival of isolationism. If it establishes a national policy, 
it did before, it will set the stage for another war. 

The isolationists were right in theory but wrong in practice. 
They were like an amateur doctor who sincerely tries to save his 
patient but fails because he hasn't learned that arsenic is poison. 

The purpose of the isolationists was to place Americas welfare 
above everything else; to let other races stew in their own fat, 
or starve for want of fat: to look out for ourselves and let the 
rest of the world go hang. 

This policy seemed modified by charity, for people contributed 
millions to help the suffering in other lands, and philanthropists 
trusted to manage pubDlic affairs used public money to repair the 
wreckage of war in other countries, [It was American sucker money, 
for the most part, that rebuilt Germany after the other war 

But these charities were considered good business, and did not 
interfere with the policy of placing America’s interests above a/| 
others. We were the greatest and richest of nations, blessed above 
all others, and the isolationists were determined to keep our ad- 
vantages for our own people. Other races. looked out for them- 
selves; they didn’t give us anything; why should we alone be saps? 

This was popular argument, and it was entirely sound. So long 
as human béings rémain selfish, the only possible foundation for 
any lasting agreement or arrangement is enlightened self-interest. 
We must place our nation’s interests above all others in order to 
survive. America first is our only sane policy; and, despite fool- 
ish blunders, it always has been our official policy. 

There is no disagreement about that. The argument develops 
from the fact that isolationists think we can best serve ourselves 
by withdrawal from the world, while others realize that such a 
policy is the surest way to ruin ourselves, We are paying for that 
policy now. 

America has the wealth and power to be the dominant influence 
in the. world. Our economic interests cover the earth. If we re- 
fuse to accept the responsibility of leadership, others will assume 
it and the tail will wag the dog. 

Rich and cultured people may “isolate” themselves from poli- 
tics and feel secure for a time; but others will take charge and 
make laws to suit themselves, and the rich and cultured will be 
pushed around :by a new ruling class.

Meanwhile, the weird case took 
a more bizarre turn when two 
girls told police they had occupied 
berth 16, near Mrs. James’ fatal 
13, and that a waiter had given 
them free turkey sandwiches. One 
of the girls said that later a Negro 
came to her berth to ask for a 
good night kiss.

China Can Expect More Goods 


As Aftermath of Africa Victory 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER. 

The prospect of a complete 
cleanup of Axis forces in North 
Africa sometime this spring is 
creating an urgent problem for 
United Nations’ strategists in the 
War against Japan. 

That is the problem of opening 
supply routes to China. It is be- 
coming urgent because with the 
opening of the Mediterranean to 
Allied shipping it will be possible

There are several routes into 
China, geographically speaking, 
but in a military sense there are 
very few. Japan holds the China 
sea firmly in her grasp and there 
is no prospect of breaking her hold 
sufficiently to lift the blockade of 
the China coast any time in the 
predictable future: The routes 
over which Chinese commerce 
flowed during peace times must 
therefore be considered out of the 
picture. 

The next best approach is the 
Burma road. Its loss to the Unit- 
ed Nations as a result of the Jap- 
anese conquest of Burma early 
last year was probably the most 
serious setback of the entire war 
in Asia. It can be reopened either 
(1) by driving the enemy com- 
pletely out of Burma, or (2) by 
reconquering the northern § third 
of the country and building a new 
highway over the mountains from 
Sadiya, India, across Burma to 
Sichang, China. Sadiya is the ter- 
minal of a railway from the Port 
of Calcutta. 

First Alternative. 

The first alternative would in- 
volve major military operations 
by General Sir Archibald Wavell’s 
forces in India and require sev- 
eral months to complete. But 
would mean that supplies could 
once more, as before the Japanese 
conquest, be shipped by sea to 
Rangoon, by railway to Lashio and 
by motor truck to Kunming and 
Chungking. 

The second alternative prob- 
ably would require less military 
effort although the terrain is more 
difficult in northern Burma, but 
there are only trails over the 
mountains and several months 
would be required to build a road 
suitable for motor truck opera- 
tions.

ness in many cases.

If the expectant mother takes more 
sugar in any — than she ordi- 
narily takes, there is still more 
urgent need of vitamin B complex 
to supplement her diet. Moreover, 
it will not only do her good, but 
it will as certainly be beneficial 
to her baby. Ideal for the expect- 
ant mother with morning nausea 
is a pleasantly flavored syrup of 
vitamin B complex, of which a 
teaspoonful a day provides a fair 
amount of all the components of 
the B complex group and a small 
dose of manganese and iron glu- 
conate; two teaspoonfuls daily is 
a better amount.
